perſon can have a fign of grace, to be ſure not the beſt 
fign, unleſs be is ſeeking and longing to reach that ,ſta;e 
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of perfeftion, when he will be wholly rid of fin, and all 
his powers and capacities will be enijrely devoted to God. 
He who deſſres but juſt grace enough to carry him to 
heaven, and his defires of grace are merely for this pur- 
poſe ; i. e. his views terminate ultimately on bis own hap- 
pineſs; hath great reaſon to fear he hath nat, as yet, got 
into the way to heaven, but is ſtill going an in the path 
pf deſiruftion. - | 3 „ 
I would ftill further obſerve, concerning believers: 
They have a perfeflion conſidered as the members of 
| Chriſt; they are perfect in their head. Coloſ. ii. 10. 
* Ye are complete in him who is the head of all princi- 
pality and power.“ In him they have a compleat and 
perfect righteousneſs. They are “ juſtified from all 
things,” fully received into favor, and will finally be per- 
fected with their glorious head in heaven. W 
The other charaQter mentioned in the text is that of 
the upright. The upright man is one who is honeſt and 
fincere at heart in all his dealings with God and man. An 
Iſiaelite indeed, like Nathaniel, in whom is no guile. 
His heart is renewed and ſanQtified by divine grace, and 

** wholly. devoted to God, and to promote the intereſt and 
happineſs of bis fellow creatures to the utmoſt of his 

Ip power. In ſhort, he is what he profeſſes to he, a fiiend 
3 to God, and a friend to mankind. | He loves religion, 
and he therefore lives religious. This charaRer we of- 

ten find uſed in ſcripture to deſignate the real chriſtian. 
| The Plalmiſt ſaith, the Lord will give grace and glory; 

% and no good thing will he withhold from them who walk 
uprightly. To walk uprightly, is to walk according to 
the ſeriptureß to make the word of God our rule, and 

the glory of God our end. g f 
It would he eaſy to enlarge upon theſe characters, but 
this brief ſketch:muſt ſuffice. This is the man whoſe end 

1s peace, that is, who will find peace in death, and peace 
&ſorever. Death is here ſpoken of as the end of man. But 

why ? Not according to the infidel's creed, that exiſtence 
then ceaſes; that nothing remains of man; he is as a can- 
dle that is blown out. Could this be called peace ? If it 
is true, by the ſuppoſition, no ſenſation or conſciouſneſs 
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. would remain: therefore neither happineſs. or. miſery 
could be predicated of him. But what muſt be the fees 
ings of a man upon the proſpett of ſuch, an end? Muſt 

not horror ſeize him to the very laſt moment of ſenſationg; 


to perceive bimſelf going into nothing, ſinking into at 


mere atom of duſt? Of how frightful--how, hideous the. 
proſpe&! Yet this is the belief of ſome, as they profeſsz; 


their only hope. And the reaſon, I ſuppoſe to be this, 
they are afraid of immortality, becauſe they are ſo ſtrong- 
ly attached to their vices; they love their fins, and feel 
therefore oppoſed to all the excellencies. and beauties of 
holineſs. Hence they quiet themſelves with the hope of 


being nothing, from the dread they have of appeating be- 


fore an holy and juſt God, and of being adjudged- tg a+ 
ſtate unſpeakably worſe than not to xz. But this is not 
the end either of good or bad men. That ſpark of rea- 
ſon and conſciouſneſs enkindled in man's foul, will never 
become extinſt. W 
But then, in many important reſpe tts, death, may be 
ſaid to be the end of good men. It is to them, and in- 
deed to all others, the end of their preſent. mode of ex- 
iſtence. Job obſerves, that there is hope of a tree if it 
be cat down, it will ſprout again, and the tendet branch 
thereof will not ceaſe : But it is not ſo with man; he di-
